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HE evils of the slum are now recognised 
, wing generations 

during which some people have been ignorant, 
ee many more thoughtless, and not a few selfishly 
indifferent or even antagonistic to reform. There 
are few now who do not honestly desire an end to these 
evils, and, as @ consequence, reforms are being carried 
out, belated though they be. The movement has no 
relation to any political Party, and it follows no social 
pressure from below, in the way that many hard-won 
democratic rights have been won; in fact, the con- 
structive work is being done at a time when the Party 
which is often said to be reactionary is in power, and 
at a time following a longer period of industrial peace 
than has occurred for many years. 

We may take these facts, perhaps, as a sign that the 
world is growing better, and socially more responsible, 
year by year. At the same time, we do well to remember 
that this is nearly half way through the twentieth 
century, and that Charles Dickens was alive to the 
scandal not much more than half-way through the 
last century. 

The root of the slum is, of course, overcrowding. 
It has nothing to do with indifferent building, and 
only a little to do with dense building, for some of the 
worst slums have developed in districts of more sub- 
stance in a building sense than in many a garden suburb, 
and there are little slums in the heart of the country- 
side, and not a few in the midst of the model estates 
we have built up somewhat painfully since the War. 
Overcrowding is a sign of house shortage in the places 
where houses are needed, and it makes the bad landlord 
master of the situation. in which the tenant finds himself 
forced to ignore cleanliness and decency as the price 
of shelter. 

In some of these centres of overcrowding, conditions 
can only be remedied by a clean sweep and a fresh 
start. In others the evil can be arrested by relieving 
the pressure, and if we are to tackle the problem in the 
right way all over the country, we must know just what 
effort is needed, and just where that effort is most 
necessary. The Report on the Overcrowding Survey, 
1936,* under the 1935 Housing Act, puts the necessary 
information in our hands so that we can make use of it. 
It is in many ways a remarkable document, arising out 
of a remarkable effort. The Survey has been started 
and completed in seven months, which is in itself a 
wonderful record of what can be achieved by our officials. 
Still more to be commended is the clarity and com- 
pleteness with which the mass of data produced by the 
Survey has been brought together and assembled into 
a readily assimilated document. 

The Housing Act itself was a reasonable measure 
which reconciled courage with discretion. The stan- 
dards which it established were neither half-hearted 
nor Utopian, and thus avoided two rocks upon either of 
which the movement might have been wrecked. To 
have trifled with the problem would have been to 
establish a false sense of self-satisfaction, while to have 
aimed at the impossible would have brought the move- 
ment to a dead stop at its outset. The Act, therefore, set 
a standard which commanded respect, though still 
below the ideals at which we —_ a Fase 

The map of land, which is shown in the Report, 
divided fhe Gintritte of different grades of overcrowded 
population, must be interpreted according to this 
moderate standard. We must not flatter ourselves 
that the “black” areas represent a very small pro- 
portion of the country, but should rather reflect that, 
even on the moderate standard which has been laid 
down, there are no white areas in the country, where 
overcrowding can be reckoned as nil. The lightest

Housing, and though both are vital concern there 
is no doubt that the second must make the 

appeal, as something definitely constructive. It will 
be a great relief to feel that the Housing programme is 
on the way towards fulfilment. 

Again, we find the building industry deeply involved 
in this social problem, and it is obvious that there are 
still arrears of work before it, in spite of the intense 
activity which has prevailed almost without inter- 
ruption since the War. The danger may be that the 
Industry might accept the idea that work is there 
for the asking, and that there is no need for any intense 
organisation of its resources to maintain building in a 
flourishing condition. We are convinced that if this 
idea prevailed there would be an inevitable co . 
There is no great task which can be successfully muddled 
through ; and, on the other hand, a task tackled ex- 
peditiously makes way automatically for the next. 
We must avoid the strangling effect of rising prices, 
exrept in so far as a reasonable increase must be ex- 
pected at any period of activity. But if we were to 
have that uncontrollable snowball of price increases 
which we experienced shortly after the War, we should 
see the inevitable slump following very quickly. 

The problem of skilled labour is also becoming acute. 
The rearmament programme has strained the labour 
market already in the building industry, and we have 
felt at its earliest stages the need for the really competent 
mechanics. We still have with us a few of the capable 
pre-War craftsmen, but these will not be with us in a 
few years’ time, and do we know where to look for all 
those we need to take their places? There have been 
few apprentices attracted to the hard, and sometimes 
dirty, work of building. Those who have entered the 
ranks have not always found the right people to train 
them. Where shall we be if we reach a stage where there 
are insufficient teachers left to hand on the sound traditions 
of craftsmanship? We therefore, urge that this 
question of apprenticeship and training should be 
studied very carefully in relation to the housing ques- 
tions which must arise out of the Overcrowding Report. 
Neglect of it is misfortune to any building programme 
which we may intend to adopt over a long period. 

We have already drawn attention to this aspect 
of the problem in connection with the rearmament 
programme. It is, indeed, serious in that connection 
though, after all, we want to believe that that pro- 
gramme is a temporary demand upon our resources. 
With the housing problem, we may get through the 
times of intense pressure, but we shall always have 
a housing problem with us, if only to maintain the 
standards we have set. If we are not able to maintain 
those standards because we have no longer the

to do the job, we shall be sowing the seeds of future . 


slums and future overcrowding, which will bring back 
the old problem unsolved for posterity. 

We therefore recommend the industry to take 
from the abundance of work which faces it 
make its plans well ahead so that this task 
successfully completed and the next pre 
it may appear. And the two chief points to observe 
are that unreasonable advantage be not taken of 
abundant work, and that we plan ahead to provide 
the men of the future to carry on the building 
under the favourable circumstances of abundant work.

PREPARATIONS for the 
Coronation next year are 
already being made and 
precautions for the safety 
of the public considered, 
and we have no doubt that the 
arrangements made to accommodate 
and safeguard the public on this 
oceasion will equal in efficiency those 
made in the past by our public officials. 
We note that a rider recommending 
that the London County Council should 
cause an inspection to be made of 
balconies on the route of the Coronation 
processions in order to safeguard the 
public and private owners and occu- 
pants of the balconies was added by the 
jury to a verdict of Accidental Death at 
an inquest at Westminster on the body 
of a stone renovator, of Popham-street, 
Islington. No doubt the inspection 
would have been made in any case, 
but it is well that attention should have 
been called to the matter. In the 
accident referred to, the unfortunate 
man was at work on a travelling cradle 
outside the Turf Club, Piccadilly. He 
was hauling himself up to the top of 
the building when of the balus- 
trade gave way and he fell to the pave- 
ment. The District Surveyor, Mr. 
Alfred Lane, suggested that metal 
clamps could be put on the balustrades, 
and said that if a private owner doubted 
whether a balcony was safe enough to 
bear the unusual weight of people at 
the Coronation he should have the 
balcony shored and should go to an 
architect or surveyor.

On the first floor there is a 
similar row of ten windows in the 
same style as those of the ground 
floor. Between each one there is a 
niche for a statue.

But there was 
fortunately a vital clause (38) in the 1930 and 
subsequent Acts which provided that local 
authorities should have regard to the beauty 
of the lands or countryside and the other 
amenities of the locality. It would be diffi- 
cult to find any town to which this clause 
more mings applied than Whitby. ... It 
could not denied, the report continues, 
that the picturesque yet haphazard way in 
which during past centuries the old town had 
piled itself up against the hillside, usin 
every available bit of space in the natura 
anxiety of fisherfolk to be as near as 
possible to the river had tended to over- 
crowded and undesirable living conditions. 
It was an extremely difficult problem to de- 
cide how best these could be remedied with- 
out destroying buildings that by their delight- 
ful grouping and setting were a joy to every- 
one possessing any sense of beauty. .. . 

There were 229 houses originally scheduled 


' for demolition. Mr. Bewlay recommends the 


demolition of 86 separate dwelling-houses, 34 
of which he advises should be rebuilt and 
the remainder reconditioned. He was satis- 
fied that this considerably reduced programme 
would materially help to bring about the 
necessary improvements in housing and at the 
same time leave views of the old town largely 
unspoiled and in some ways improved.

‘“* Our readers will note from the report of 
Monday’s Council meeting that agreement has 
been reached with regard to the new by- 
road. The origi route was arran in 
conjunction with the adjoining regi plan- 
ning scheme, and re-entered West-road some 
mile and a half beyond the county boundary. 
The recent river improvement works have 
facilitated a shorter route, and it is now 
decided to reenter West-road near the 
junction with South-lane, at which junction 
a traffic circus will be formed. We under- 
stand that the cost of the scheme will be 
thereby materially reduced, and our trades- 
men will, no doubt, be glad that traffic is 
not to be diverted so far wide of the town as 
to discourage all outside trade.’

Dear Mr. Purcuass,—I have now obtained 
full particulars of the new by-pass route, 
and have pleasure in enclosing herewith the 
estate plan with the route marked thereon 
(Fig. 8). A building line of 100 ft. is to 
be prescribed throughout the length of the 
by-pass, and no new entries will be permitted 
without special licence. I do not know 
whether the conversion of the drive to ‘‘ The 
Willows ’”’ into an estate road will be re- 
garded as a new entrance, although I be- 
lieve the authorities are bound to retain the 
existing entry as a drive.

But this is surely an exaggera- 
tion in view of the fact that private enter- 
prise built 83.8 per cent. of the houses com- 
pleted in England and Wales during the year 
ended March 31, 1936, 87.4 per cent. in 1935, 
and 79.1 per cent. in 1934.

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COMPETITION FOR NEW PARLIAMENT HOUSE, SOUTHERN RHODESIA: Design Placed Second. 
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By MR. H. G. PORTER, A.R.1.B,A.

The new —- for the University of 
Madras are probably the most important 
buildings erected in 8, India of late years. 
Tue Examination Hatt.—The examina- 
tion hall, com in July, is built of 
Sholingur stone and local brickwork in 2-in. 
courses, and occupies a prominent site on the 
Marina facing the sea. It is a steel-framed 
building with floors and dome of reinforced 
concrete and floors finished with polished 
Cuddapah stone and polished cement pressed 
mosaic tiles. The wall finish is polished 
“‘Madras’’ plaster. The foundations are rein- 
forced concrete piles varying from 75 ft. to 
85 ft. in length. On the ground floor there 
is a central crush hall, two large lecture- 
rooms, two rooms for professors, an exami- 
nation hall (50 ft. span and 100 ft. long), and 
‘the usual services. The first floor has simi- 
lar accommodation, and the second floor con- 
tains four professors’ rooms and _ services. 
Water tanks are situated in the dome, to 
which water is supplied from reservoirs by 
means of automatic pumps. 

The general contractors are Measrs. 
Shapoorji Pallonji & Co., Bombay and 
Madras; foundations were by Messrs. Sim- 
plex Concrete Piles (India), Ltd., Madras; 
and the steel frame by Messrs. Richardson 
& Cruddas, Madras. 

The architects for the design and super- 
vision were Messrs. Edwards, Reid & Booth, 
F, & A.R.I.B.A., of Colombo and Madras. 


LapraRy AND DEPARTMENTAL BUILDINGS.— 
We also illustrate views of these new build- 
ings, just completed. The building with the 
cent clock-tower is the rtmental 
building. Immediately to the south the four 
domes of the library building are seen. Be- 
yond is the old senate house. This group of 
buildings as seen from the west occupy a 
considerable length of sea-front of the 
Madras Marina. th the new buildings are 
built in local brick in cement mortar, 
Sholingur stone and reinforced concrete. 
Floors are of polished Cuddapah stone and 
tiles. Walls are finished in polished 
“Madras” plaster. The dominating feature 
of the group of buildings is the clock tower 
of the departmental building. The latter 
comprise a-two-story building accommodating 
a central library, stone staircase, and the 
various departments of the university. 
There is a connecting corridor to the library 
building. The main stack-room where the 
large collection of books is to be housed is 
144 ft. by 38ft. and four stories in height, 
steel-framed, with two electric book-hoists. 
On the ground floor near this room are situ- 
ated the general and periodicals reading- 
rooms. The whole of the upper floor is re- 
served for rooms and offices for the Vice- 
Chancellor, the gy meg Syndicate and 
their staff. Both these buildings are on 
reinforced concrete piles which average 70 ft. 
in length. 

The general contractors for the depart- 
mental building were Messrs. McKenzies, 
Ltd., Bombay and Madras, and the general 
contractor for the library building was Mr. 
W. M. Somasundaram, Madras. Founda- 
tions and piling were by Messrs. Simplex 
Concrete Piles (India), Ltd., Madras. 

Sketch plans were commenced by the 
P.W.D., Madras, some twenty-five years ago. 
Mr. Nicholls and Mr. Tasker-Taylor were

R. Dann, F.R.I.B.A., 
Consulti Architect to Government and 
Special P.W.D. Architect, made amended 
and revised plans. In 1934 the work was 
entrusted to the Colombo and Madras archi- 
tects, Messrs. Edwards, Reid and Booth, F.

Campden House, Gloucestershire. 
The original of this house was a Jacobean

Very considerable altera- 
tions and additions woe made at different 
times, between 1840 and 1890, and 
when the architect’s client purchased the 
house in 1934 it was inconvenient, dark, and 
depressing. All the sitting-rooms had east 
and north » the ki ing took up 
the whole of the south end of the house, 
and the were dark and full of 
refore decided to pull down 
he and rebuild it to contain 
sitting-rooms and bedrooms, with a walled 
garden beyond in place of the kitchen yards, 
and to alter drastically the remainder of the 
house, altering levels where possible to get 
rid of steps, removing the two-story “Gothic 
Revival’’ porch, and making many other 
alterations to the structure, for better plan- 
ning and to get rid of the constructional 
defects which had resulted from the piece- 
meal additions. The seventeenth-century 
portions of the house were not touched, ex- 
cept for nec irs, but no attempt 
was made to save the “‘ Gothic Revival ”’ 
features of the remainder, while the inten- 
tion was so to alter the house that it formed 
an harmonious whole:in appearance and to 
make it convenient, light and comfortable. 

The heating and new hot- and cold-water 
installation is by Alden, of Oxford; cast- 
lead rainwater gutters and heads by Stoner 
and Saunders, Paddington; electric clock by 
Smith’s English ocks, Clerkenwell ; 
modelled plasterwork modelled by the archi- 
tect, cast and fixed by Martyn’s, of Chel- 
tenham. The general contractor was Mr. 
R. A. Berkeley, South Cerney, Cirencester, 
who was also responsible for all joinery ex- 
cept library fittings by Gordon Russell, 
Broadway. A lake in the valley in front of 
the house and a new back drive were both 
partly constructed, but owing to the sad 
death of the client in December they were 
abandoned.

BUILDING SOCIETIES 


Every conceivable relevant fact concerning 
the activities of British Building Societies will 
be found within the covers of this standard 
work of reference,” now brought up to date 
for 1936. It records another year of un- 
precedented achievements by Building 
Societies of the country, the total assets of 
which exceed £601,000,000 and the share 
capital and deposits £571,000,000. 

The development of building societies since 
the year before the War is shown in a series 
of graphs. These disclose that since the 
Armistice the total amount of money advanced 
on mortgage exceeds £1,000 millions. Last 
year's advances £130,600,000, an 
increase of over six million pounds on the 
record total of the previous year. an in- 
vestment medium, we are told, the building 
societies have maintained and even enhanced 
their popularity. 

Apart from business operations, the most 
important h ming during the year has 
been the final adoption by the organised 
movement of a “Code of Ethics and Pro- 
cedure,’’ binding member societies, in their 
future operations, to observe certain agreed 
conditions re ing the minimum personal 
stakes of borrowers, the deposit of collateral 
security by vendors, maximum repayment 
terms for advances, minimum rates of in- 
terest and other items of modern building 
society practice. The Code, in various forms, 
has been before the movement for the last 
four years, and was finally adopted after a 
ballot vote in the Spring of this year. 
Societies representing 87 per cent of the assets 
of the mem ip of the National Associa- 
tion of Building Societies declared themselves 
in favour of the co-operation proposals, and, 
in the presence of so significant a majority, 
the Council of the Association felt that it 
had no alternative but to act upon a resolu- 
tion, at a previous general meeting, 
that rvance of the Code should be made 
a condition of future membership of the 
organisation. 

As the rules of the National Association, as 
then constituted, did not admit of the enforce- 
ment of the Code, it was decided to wind-up 
the National Association, and a resolution to 
dissolve was duly at a special general 
meeting held in London on June 26. The 
societies adhering to the Code proceeded 
immediately to the formation of a new body— 
named The Building Societies Association. 

The officers and rules of the new Associa- 
tion are to be found in a prominent part of 
the Year Book. The Earl of Harewood has 
accepted the invitation of the Council to 
become its first president. 

Improvements have been introduced into the 
directory sections of this year’s Year Book. 
Formerly only those societies in affiliation 
with the National Association were included. 
Tn the 1936 issue, these societies have 4 
directory of their own but, in addition, there 
is a full list of societies operating in Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland, together wit! 
particulars wherever such are available. A 
“Who's Who” of building society person 
alities, full reports of the ge meetings and 
speeches of the year, a general account of the 
movement for 1935-36, and a section dealing 
with the affairs of the Building Societics 
Institute, the educational wing of ithe 
organisation {including a full list of mem- 
bers), are other features of the Year Book.

Sra,—The old method of fixing leaded 
glazing in stonework was to spring it into the 
grooves, a process needing great care and 
skill, which is still the best method for old 
work if the men can be found to carry this 
into effect.

Probably the next best method would be to

Before Mr. Justice Bennett. 


ALLEGED NUISANCE BY WEST-END 
DEMOLITION AND BUILDING 
OPERATIONS. 

Andreae v. Selfridge and Co., Ltd. 
This was an action by the plaintiff, Mrs. 
Emmeline Andreae, the lessee and pro- 
prietor of the Wigmore Hotel, Wigmore- 
street, London, W., te recover damages from 
Messrs. ee and Co., Ltd., of 400, 
Oxford-street, W., for alleged nuisance and 
injury caused to her business during demoli- 
tion and building operations carried out by 
and for the defendants in the neighbourhood 
of Duke-street, Somerset-street, and Orchard- 

street, at periods between 1933 and 1935. 

The plaintiff said that the defendants’ 
works or their contractors had been carried 
out in such a manner as to render her pre- 
mises materially less fit for use as a hotel, 
and which infringed her rights under an 
agreement dated October 21, 1931, made 
between plaintiff and the defendants, or 
alternatively under a lease dated Decem- 
ber 13, 1917, and made between the Rt. 
Hon. Viscount Portman of the first part, 
Mr. Edward Leslie Harris of the second part, 
and the Author’s Hotel Co., Ltd., of the 
third part as modified by the agreement. 

It appeared that clause 1 of the agreement 
of October 21, 1931, provided that the plain- 
tiff should sell and the defendants purchase 
at the price of £14,750 the leasehold pre- 
mises known as the Wigmore Hotel, as the 
same were held under the lease of Decem- 
ber 13, 1917, being a lease of the premises 
for the term of 20 years from December 25, 
1921, at the yearly rent of £330. The defen- 
dants paid £4,750 on account of and as a 
deposit of ~~ moneys, and arranged 
to pay the nce on September 29, 1936, 


on which date the purchase was to be com- 
pleted and possession given. Clause 3 of the 
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provided that as from Octobe: 2) 
1931, down to September 29, 1956, the p...in- 
tiff should continue to be the tenant of the 


defendants in respect of the Wigmore H. te]

lords to underlet the Wigmore Hotel to be

At the date of the sale agreement ihe 
defendants had acquired building rights over 
so much of what was described as the island 
site which consisted of about 34 acres 
bounded by Orchard-street, Somerset-street 
Duke-street, and Wigmore-street, and in 
March, 1932, demolition work began on the 
buildin then standing on the south-east 
angle of the island site. 

e plaintiff's case was that at certain 
times between then and March, 1933, work 
began at 6.30 a.m. and cranes kept in opera- 
tion during a part of the night, and she com- 
plained of the annoyance caused to her 
thereby and as being an interference with the 
amenities of her hotel. The defendants 
afterwards began demolition work on Nos. 
10, 11 and 12, Orchard-street, and plaintiff 
complained of the nuisance caused by grit 
coupled with noise from the work which, 
she said, so seriously interfered with the 
amenities of her hotel that existent and 
future bookings in the hotel were cancelled. 
That demolition work having been com- 
pleted, demolition work was begun on Nos, 
16-20, Somerset-street, which plaintiff com- 
plained also caused serious interference with 
the amenities of the hotel. 

The defendants pleaded a denial that 
what had been done caused any serious in- 
terference with the amenities of the plain- 
tiff’s hotel. They further said that the 
work had been carried out by their con- 
tractors with all reasonable care and skill to 
avoid annoyance to the neighbours, and 
that if any annoyance was caused to the 
plaintiff it had been temporary only, and 
that as the work was for a lawful object the 
plaintiff had no cause of action. The defen- 
dants further alleged that in the events 
which had happened the plaintiff was 
estopped, and by her acquiescence precluded 
from relying on any work carried on by de- 
fendants as constituting a cause of action. 

After hearing the evidence, his lordship, 
in giving judgment, said it had been said 
that the work which was complained of was 
done in accordance with modern methods of 
construction. As he understood the defen- 
dants’ case if one had the fate or fortune to 
live close to such a place, no matter what 
injury was suffered, the law gave no 
redress, because one was only suffering from 
a mere temporary inconvenience.: He did 
not agree with that contention. It was said 
on behalf of the defendants that the work 
was done by what was called ‘‘ up-to-date 
and modern methods.”” He could not regard 
what was done at the south-east corner 
the site as something commonly done in the 
ordinary use and occupation of land and 
houses. It was certainly neither usual nor 
common in this country for people to 
excavate sites to a depth of 60 ft. and fasten 
steel framework together with rivets, nor m 
demolishing houses to use pneumatic drills. 
Those methods might be convenient, but if 
people built and demolished in that kind of 
way, and it was shown and proved that it 
caused pecuniary loss to a neighbour, it 
was fair that that neighbour should be com- 
pensated. The clauses in the leases on whict 
the defendants relied did not, in his !ord- 
ship’s opinion, protect. them from liability, 
He came to the conclusion that the plaintiff 
in the circumstances was entitled to, recover 
damages from the defendants, and these 
damages he assessed at £4,500, for which 
amount he gave judgment for her with 
except the costs of an abortive motion.

When this item appears in a specification 
it usually indicates the presence of a defect 
that has directed the architect’s attention to 
the matter, but in the case of buildings main- 
tained H.M. Office of Works it would 
usually included as a matter of course. 
The Builder Inquiry Bureau occasionally 
contains a request for information as to how 
a coating of may be removed from the 
interior of drains. is is not always as 
easy a matter as it sgeness to be, for a pro- 
longed pickling with dilute muriatic acid 
(spirits of salts) may occasion damage to the 
joints, and a large volume of very hot water 
is not always easily obtainable.: Where the 
branch ends terminate in i ion chambers, 
the following method has been applied with 
a fair measure of success. A length of string 
has been floated through the branch to be 
cleaned by means of a ball or bung, and 
followed up by a length of sash-cord. A ball 
of rags, like the head of a mop, is secured 
to the cord at a point where it may be pulled 
backwards and forwards through the entire 
length of the branch. This is soaked with 
diluted acid and then the drain is thoroughly 
flushed and wiped out with another rag- 
soaked in clean water. The flushing is made 
effective by putting in additional clean water 
while the rag-ball is at work. 

Where drains do not serve a water-closet 
and so obtain the benefit of constant flush- 
ing, they are liable to become in course of 
time so completely packed that they cannot 
be cleared at a lesser cost than that which 
would be entailed by taking them up and 
relaying. But sometimes, and especially in 
the case of rainwater branches, it is found 
that the pipes are about half full of soil and 
tits of rubbish. Inexperienced labourers en- 
deavouring to clear these with the rods and 
rake sometimes pack the soil until it cannot 
be moved. When these drains are being 
cleared with rods, water should be flowin 
through them to serve as an emollient, an 
so assist the avoidance of san A good 
deal has been written ut the ‘‘ self- 
cleansing’ flow in drains and traps, but in 
practice it does not exist. To be kept clean, 
drains need periodical attention. When man- 
holes and inspection chambers are opened for 
cleaning, it is frequently found that soil has 
jodged on the benchings. Sometimes this is 
due to a very steep fall being given to a 
soil branch. Occasionally it indicates that 
a temporary chokage has taken place, but 
that the obstruction has been removed by 
the weight of accumulated water. It may 
have resulted from the ‘‘backing-up’’ in 
overloaded sewers, which in some districts is 
a very frequent cause of serious trouble. 
The condition of the interiors of manhclss 
and inspection chambers will engage the 
attention of an experienced architect or sur- 
veyor when preparing a sanitary report. 


Pavings. 

“Take up and relay brick (or other) paving 
to house-yard to proper falls, grout (or other 
treatment) in cement.” At one time nearly 
all yard pavements were laid with bricks or 
stone flags. Stable yards might be laid with 
setts, and footpaths with pebbles. To-day, 
in the majority of cases, house-yards are 
covered with rage gee BE ony Bergen - 
crdina rposes, be nothing to concrete 
were it de ays of good springy? rigpets | laid. 
Engineering bricks laid on edge and well 
grouted make a good paving for house-yards, 
and they have an advantage over concrete in 
that they are not difficult to ir. Far too 
frequently, however, the yard pavings to 
onal houses are not laid on properly con- 


solidated foundations. In cottage 
thay-auy: Sabie te poskios wey Soack teas 
ment, and for want of prompt ir the 
damage spreads ney. Owners of this class 
of property would find it economical to build 
in a chopping-block, for much is done 
to pavement and to kitchen floors by tenants 
splitting firewood. 

The chief cause of failure with concrete 
pavings, where the quality of workmanship 
and materials is otherwise good, is that it is 
so often laid in large areas at one operation. 
It should be laid chequer fashion (after the 
manner of a chessboard) in squares of about 
6ft., the diagonals being completed before 
the intermediates are filled. That is to say, if 
we regard the yard to be covered as a chess- 
board, we should lay all the black squares 
before putting in the white, Using Bs sami 
Portland cement, an interval of a few hours 
will tend to the making of a good job. Where 
a granolithic finish is not less than one and 
a half inch thick, the writer prefers that the 
base concrete should be thoroughly hard be- 
fore the topping is laid. But many capable 
and experienced men hold a contrary opinion. 
The writer believes that the best way to get 
good work is to choose good men, and, with- 
in limits, permit them to carry it out with 
the materials and in the manner to which 
they are accustomed. 


Creepers. 

_“ Cut back the ivy (or other creeper) to a 
line about one foot below eaves guttering and 
trim round windows.’’ Unless this is done 
every year more than one foot of growth 
should be expected. If property is regarded 
solely as an investment, then creepers should 
be ruthlessly cut away, for in course of time 
they will do very great damage if not kept in 
very strict coptrol. They will push off rain- 
water pipes and guttering, lift slates and 
tiles, penetrate to the roof space, and break 
away barge boards and do other damage. 
On the other hand, some buildings are so 
very ugly that well kept and properly 
trimmed ivy does much to make them 
tolerable. 


Gate Hangings. 

“ Overhaul the gates to drive and rehang, 
repairing or renewing hinges and fastenings 
as may be necessary.’’ Such wording reflects 
the state of confusion as to what is best to 
be done, to which both the architect and the 
practical builder may be reduced. In many 
cases the very best thing to do would be to 
scrap the over-elaborated but ill-designed 
gates, and put in a reasonably good field 
gate which will at least be soundly con- 
structed. No external gate exposed to the 


heat of the sun and to rain from both sides. 


should have match-boarded panels, for by 
reason of movement the penetration of mois- 
ture is inevitable. In designing the hinging 
it should be kept in mind that the top hinge- 
hook will require to resist a pull, whereas the 
force acting on the bottom one will be in the 
nature of a thrust. These reflections will also 
have a bearing on the design of the eye which 
fits on to the hook, as the rubbing surfaces 
in constant contact will differ. Excessively 
long hinges do not offer sufficient advantage 
to justify their use. The unexposed surfaces 
of all ironwork should be thickly painted, and 
the ironwork be fixed while the paint is still 
wet. Self-closing gates are of doubtful ad- 
vantage—if they are made to close slowly 
and quietly, wear soon affects them, so that 
they fail to act; if hung to close sharply, 
gust of wind may so accelerate the movement 
as to cause damage.

Using ifications (6) or (c), provision 
should be made for taking up and resetting 
gullies in concrete. 

The cutting-in of a damp-proof course to an 
external wall does not present much difficulty 
as a general rule. It becomes expensive if 
a labourer is required to stand and watch 
the bricklayer do the work instead of taking 
part in the cutting. It is usual to take out 
two courses, or sometimes three, and on 
account of the introduction of two courses of 
slate this involves the use of a split course, 
or some other solution of a difficulty. The 
cutting away will destroy a number of the old 
bricks, and they may be difficult to match. 
Using a rustic multi-colour brick, an accept- 
able solution may be found in the introduction 
of a course of brick on edge. The work is 
carried out somewhat mye, to under- 
pinning—that is to say, in short lengths. The 
corners should be put in first, and then the 
remainder, with some regard for variation 
of load. The work should be carried out with 
rapid hardening cement, even though this 
may involve ing out and repointing; 
though with the ition of a little colour 
separate pointing may be avoided. 

ere the wills are of stone the work may 
be very difficult, especially if the stonework 
is in random rubble. In such cases the best 
method is to render the inside of the walls in 
waterproofed cement and trench round the 
exterior and fill with fine tar-mac as described. 
This will involve disturbance of the floors, for 
the inside rendering should extend from the 
foundations to above the skirtings. There is 
much to be said for abolishing the wooden 
skirtings and running new ones in cement as 
@ precaution against dry rot.

Sound Transmission Through Floors. 

An architect required information with 
regard to the sound transmission through 
various t of concrete floors, particularly 

floors 


Reety.—The question of the transmission 
of sound h floors is being investigated, 
and although work on this subject is far 


from completed, the following general com- 
ments can be offered with some confidence. 


Impact Noises. 

The most important consideration in the 
ease of floors is usually the provision of 
insulation against impact noises, such as 
footsteps. erally speaking, the noise 
transmitted to the room below a bare rein- 
forced concrete slab or hollow-tile floor is 
about as loud as the noise created by the 
impacts in the room above, and no signifi- 
cant differences are found with different 
thicknesses of floor. There is good reason to 
suppose that the same would apply to pre- 
cast floors of the tubular or ‘‘{”’ beam type, 
or of any other type which provides a rigid 
link between the upper and lower surfaces. 

It may therefore assumed that no type 
of structural reinforced concrete floor pro- 
vides in itself any useful insulation against 
impacts. Such insulation must be obtained 
by treatment of the ia or lower surface. 
Although a considerable variety of coverings 
applied direct to the > gen surface have been 
tried in the course the investigations in 
progress, none has proved satisfactory. The 
softer coverings, such as carpet, are effective 
against light cg but of little use against 
heavy dull blows such as heavy footfalls. 
Up to the present the only form of treatment 
found to give satisfactory results against all 
types of blow is the superposition of a 
properly designed independent finish ‘‘ float- 
ing’” on resilient pads out of rigid contact 
with the main floor. Certain forms of sus- 
vended ceilings give some benefit, but the 
floating floor is probably to be preferred in 
that impact vibrations are thereby cut off at 
their source from the main structure of the 
building. 

The question of the design of floating 
floors is at present under investigation. 
Results which it is thought would represent 
useful insulation in residential buildings have 
been obtained in the laboratory by support- 
ing a 2-in. concrete slab on l-in. cu of 
rubber spaced at 2-ft. centres. Better results 
are obtainable, however, with a heavier float- 
ing slab and by increasing the space between 
this slab and the main floor. Several pro- 
prietary systems adopt the floating floor 
principle, and good results are known to be 
obtained in some cases. 


Air-borne Noise. 

A definite relationship has been found to 
exist between the weight of a floor or wall, 
and the insulation it provides against the 
transmission of air-borne sounds, this being 
that the insulation afforded is very approxi- 
mately proportional to the logarithm of the 
weight per sq. ft. of floor, the heavier the

most normal thicknesses of solid or hollow

Failure of Flue Linings and Brickwork. 

An architect reported that several cases of 
the deterioration of flue linings and brick- 
work had been brought to his notice. The 
flues in question were stated to serve the 
slow-combustion type of stove. Information 
was sought regarding the cause, and possible 
methods of obviating the trouble. 

Rerty.—The deterioration of brick flues is 
not an uncommon occurrence if they are con- 
nected to stoves of the slow-combustion type, 
and the attention of the Building Research 
Station has been drawn to trouble of this 
uature very frequently in recent years. The 
difficulty arises when flues are not sufficiently 
warm to prevent the condensation of mois- 
ture. When this occurs, the flue gases to- 
gether with, the condensed moisture form 
acids on the walls of the flue lining, and 
these penetrate and attack the mortar. 

A diminution of the risk of condensation 
might be achieved by the provision of heat 
insulation to the flue lining. This might be 
effected by the substitution of diatomaceous 
bricks for standard bricks on the inside 44 in. 
of the flue walls. It is doubtful, however, 
whether this would eliminate all possibilit 
of danger, and the most effective way of deal- 
ing with the case in question, and with new 
buildings where the use of slow-combustion 
stoves is anticipated, would be to provide an 
impervious acid-resisting flue lining, such as 
glazed stoneware drain or flue pipes. The 
pipes should be fixed with the sockets up- 
wards. As all condensed moisture will tend 
to collect. at the bottom of the flue, a small 
chamber containing a receptacle might be 
formed at its base, below the entry of the 
boiler flue, and an access door should be pro- 
vided for the periodic removal of any liquid 
products of combustion. 


ATTICS AND THE HOUSING 
PROBLEM. 


Tue Ministry of Health have decided that 
attics and other rooms with sloping walls or 
ceilings cannot be regarded as having the 
same accommodation as ordinary rooms. Any 
part of such a room which is less than 5 ft. 
high is to be ignored when calculating how 
many people the room will hold withoat 
being “ overcrowded.” 

This decision forms part of a large number 
of Regulations made by the Munister of 
Health, Sir Kingsley Wood, under the 
Housing Acts of 1930 and 1935; the regula- 
tions were originally made last year and have 
now been made substantive. dther subjects 
dealt with in the regulations are the ex- 
tinguishment of public rights of way in con- 
nection with municipal , seotbel operations, 
the establishment of an Equalisation Account 
by each local housing authority, the informa- 
tion to be included in working-class rent 
books when the Overcrowding Act comes into 
fall operation, and various forms and orders 
under the Housing Act of 1930. 

The regulations have been published as 
Statutory Rules and Orders under the head- 
ing ** Housing, England,”’ by the Statione 
Office, and can be obtained direct or through 
any bookseller.

“ IMPROVEMENTS.” 
Tue case of Messrs. F. W. Woolworth and 
Co. v. Lambert, which we noticed in our Legal 
Section for March 27, has been carried to the 
Court of Appeal (reported in our last issue), 
where the decision of the Court below 
has been: affirmed, but only on one simple 
ground, viz., that the learned judge was 
right in holding that the plaintiffs had 
not discharged the onus placed upon them 
of proving that, in fact, consent to the 
proposed alterations had been unreasonably 
withheld.

COLOURED ASBESTOS 
FABRICS | 


An exhibition of coloured asbestos fabrics 
by Bells’ Asbestos and Engineering Supplies, 
Ttd., was held recently at Kettner’s 
Restaurant, Church-street, W.1. The exhi- 
bition was an interesting one, showing the 
many new uses of this material. As the 
result of a discovery by a Lancashire textile 
research chemist, asbestos can now be 
coloured and “‘ finished ” in a manner which 
enables it to rank as a textile material, in 
the many and varied directions in which it 
will now serve, equally with other textiles, 
such as linen, cotton and wool. Previously 
the colouring of asbestos has been largely 
experimental. The obstacles to overcome 
were twofold : first, the seemingly irremovable 
quality of dampness and clamminess to the 
touch ; and, secondly, an apparently incurable 
tendency to “‘ fluff,” which rendered asbestos 
cloth totally unsuited for hangings and cur- 
tains likely to come into contact with clothing. 
The great advantage of asbestos where fire 
protection was a vital consideration prompted 
the intensive research leading to the dis- 
covery, the fruits of which were being shown 
for the first time. 

A number of windows were hung with cur- 
taining made of asbestos in various weaves, 
one being decorated with a printed design. 
As fire-stops, these curtains, in the form of 
heavy drop curtains in theatres, institutions, 
hospitals, schools, hotels, stores and ships’ 
alleyways, are capable of instantly isolating 
an outbreak. Amongst the many other ex- 
hibits to be seen were asbestos panels suit- 
able for modern house decoration, the colour- 
ings being varied. The self-colourings were 
attractive and would form a good ground 
for pictures or fine furniture. Other examples 
had pleasing decorative designs. Also shown 
were asbestos motor suits, rugs and blankets, 
supplied in containers which mm an emergency 
can be removed to envelop completely 4 
fire outbreak. Another exhibit of a practical 
character was an asbestos tunnel, which was 
a full-scale model of the alleyway of a ship. 
A drop curtain at the end showed how a fire 
outbreak could be immediately isolated by the 
use, at intervals, of these safety devices.
